“You can’t shrug off traffic 
signs!" This is Chief Philip Pur- 
cell’s warning to Newton drivers, 
■v “You can bet your bottom dol- 
lar,’’ he continued, “that every 
traffic sign and signal you pass 
on the highway has a definite 
reason for being where it is. The 
hospitals and cemeteries are full 
of ex-drivers who shrugged off 
some sign on the mistaken notion 
that whoever put it there didn’t I 
know what he was doing.” 

A great many intersections hav- 
ing “Stop” signs are deceptively 
safelooking, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council, but have 
a bloody history behind them 
that necessitated the original in- 
stallation of these controls. 

In the same way, each speed 
limit and warning sign is a silent 
testimonial to days and weeks 
of investigation and testing by 
traffic experts in their efforts to 
determine at what speed, and 
under what conditions, the road 
may be safely traveled. Enter- 
ing into this are studies of the 
road’s surface; what effects 
various weather conditions have 
on it; topography of the country 
through which the road travels; 
principles of inertia; and other 
factors that seldom occur to the 
average driver. 

“No traffic sign or signal,” the 
Chief concluded, “is thrown up 
at random simply because it is 
found lying around in the sign 
shop.”

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It’s Just A Question 

Women may start all the arguments at 
home, but it's usually the men who start the 
wars. There are only a few examples in his- 
tory of queens or other female rulers who 
were of a sufficiently quarrelsome nature, or 
even smart enough, to start a really important 
war, according to some and of course these 
are probably of the male species. 

In recognition of this fact, war-gods, rather 
than war-goddesses, usually symbolize armed 
conflict between men and other men, in the 
mythology of ancient nations. 

Research experts for “The Book House for 
Children,” having inspected museums, libra- 
ries, archaeological finds, and historic ruins 
all over the world for information on this 
subject, emerged with some interesting de- 
tails. 

They found that “the fighting Pharoahs of 
the 18th Dynasty., whose family came from 
Thebes, made their great war-god Amon 
greater than Ra and Osiris, the chief god 
of all the land, and they called him Amonra.” 

Bel and Ninib were the war-gods of Sumer, 
the great Asiatic culture which flourished on 
the same fertile plain that later cradled 
Babylon. 

Ares was the awe-inspiring war-god . of 
Greek mythology. He wore a helmet and 
carried a shield at all times, even when he 
hung around the rosy summit of Mt. 
Olympus. 

Kwanti, the Chinese war-god, was dear 
to the hearts of the Mongols, fierce warriors 
who almost conquered the world under the 
leadership of the powerful Genghis Khan. 

And the Aztecs of Mexico, to whom war 
was the breath of life, had a tongue-twister 
of a war-god named Huitzilopochtli, or Mex- 
tli for short. 

However, the Akkadians, whom hardly 
anyone but history professors ever hear 
about, had a war-goddess. For a while, she 
did all right by the folks who believed in 
her, but, “like all women, she proved in the 
long run to be unreliable.”

Influential Republicans Backing Needham . . 
Lt. Gov. Jeff Sullivan Faces Real Fight . . . 
Denfeld Silent as to His Eligibility ... 

There isn't much doubt but that the im- 
portant fight for the Republican nomination 
for Governor will be settled in a hectic two- 
week race between Labor Day and Primary 
Day. 

The six men seeking the right to carry 
their party’s banner against Governor Dever 
next November are doing what they can to 
stir up public enthusiasm and interest in 
their causes. 

They have been speaking at outings, pic- 
nics, clambakes, about any place where they 
can find a gathering of prospective listeners, 
but it’s rather difficult to do much effective 
campaigning during the sultry weeks of 
August. 

What is probably most important at this 
stage of the contest is the number of in- 
fluential party leaders they can attract into 
their general camp in preparation for the 
September drive, and in this respect General 
Daniel Needham of Newton appears to be 
outstripping his opponents. 

•Whatever advantages former Attorney 
General Clarence A. Barnes, Admiral Louis 
E. Denfeld, former Lieutenant Governor Ar- 
thur W. Coolidge and Judge Frankland W. 
L. Miles may have piled up by the earlier 
starts to their campaigns, they can't match 
the impressive array of G.O.P. figures who 
have taken their places on the Needham 
bandwagon. 

Needham still has to show what kind of 
campaigner he will make, but the party pro- 
fessionals, who don’t guess wrong very often, 
have decided to string along with him. For 
the present, at least, he is the man to watch 
in that G.O.P. primary. 

On the Democratic side of the political 
fence, the most interesting State-wide fight 
probably will be the drive against big, bumb- 
ling, fumbling Charles F. Jeff Sullivan, who 
is about as inconsequential a Lieutenant Gov - 
ernor as Massachusetts has had in a long 
time. 

When Sullivan was Mayor of Worcester, 
the people of that city in the Heart of the 
Commonwealth demonstrated the esteem in 
which they held his administration by vot- 
ing for the adoption of Plan E. 

His service as Lieutenant Governor has 
been even less distinguished, if such a thing 
is possible, and certain of his associations 
in his home city are likely to be the subject 
of discussion during the campaign. 

Even some of the Plan E adherents are 
still snickering over the unexpected help 
they received from Sullivan during one row 
• on Beacon Hill. 

Democrats and Republicans were locked in 
a battle over the question of outlawing Plan 
E in Massachusetts, the Democrats favoring 
the idea, the Republicans opposing it. 

In the midst of the row each legislator re- 
ceived a telegram from the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, against whom Plan E had been 
directed in his own city. It called upon them 
to save and protect Plan E. What some of 
the Democratic law-makers had to say about 
Mr. Sullivan was not entirely of a compli- 
mentary nature. 

At the present time Lieutenant Governor 


Sullivan has four opponents, and he will have 
the advantage of first place on the ballot. 
But if the opposition to him crystalizes be- 
hind one of the four candidates he might find 
that he could devote all his time to agitating 
for Plan E. 

* * * * 

Some of Admiral Louis E. Denfeld’s poli- 
tical sponsors and backers are bitterly re- 
sentful that any issue has been made of the 
Admiral’s eligibility to serve as Governor of 
Massachusetts. 

They infer that anyone discussing the 
question does so for purely political reasons 
and for the purpose of driving the admiral 
out of the gubernatorial campaign. 

Up to the time that this is written, Ad- 
miral Denfeld himself has chosen to disre- 
gard the issue and to leave it to one of his 
campaign lieutenants, Albert Cole of Lynn, 
to answer. 

As a matter of fact, the admiral hasn’t 
expressed his views on any issue relating 
to the Governorship of Massachusetts ex- 
cept in the most general terms. 

It is not difficult to understand that a 
man, whose word was usually law in the 
Navy, might be astounded and shocked that 
a political writer would have the temerity to 
direct any pointed and pertinent questions to 
him and his candidacy. 

Admiral Denfeld is now in politics. He 
stepped into the^political field when he an- 
nounced his candidacy for the highest public 
office the people of Massachusetts can con- 
fer upon any man. And he is no longer in 
a position to greet questions concerning his 
eligibility or qualifications with chilly.silence. 

As long as he has chosen to run for Gov- 
ernor, the people of Massachusetts certainly 
are entitled to a full discussion of whether 
he is eligible under the State Constitution 
to serve in that office. 

This writer is not an authority on Con- 
stitutional law and does not pretend to be 
able to state whether or not Denfeld can 
meet the requirement that a Governor have 
seven years of residence in this Common- 
wealth before his election as Governor. 

But the question was raised in the news- 
papers more than three weeks ago, and so 
far Admiral Denfeld has not answered it or 
met the issue in the straightforward manner 
you would expect from a man who has spent 
a lifetime in the Navy. 

His spokesman, Mr. Cole, who may or 
may not be a qualified expert on the matter, 
issued a statement in which he said there 
was no question whatever as to the admiral’s 
.eligibility for the Governorship. 

Mr. Cole listed a number of reasons to 
support that contention. He said that Den- 
feld always considered Massachusetts his 
home State, that he referred to it as such 
in his public addresses, that he always has 
been a registered voter in Westboro and reg- 
ularly paid his $2.00 poll tax there. 

He stressed that in the case of a service- 
man his domicile is where he intends it to 
be. That, of course, is true. A man at a 
military station or on a battleship has wide 
latitude in deciding what city or town he 
wants to call home. 

But Mr. Cole avoided the real issue that 
has been raised conderning Admiral Denfeld. 
That is that he has never paid a State in- 
come tax in Massachusetts. 

State Tax Commissioner Henry F. Long, 
who is as good an authority on the matter as 
one can find, says that as far as he is con- 
cerned Admiral Denfeld is not a resident of 
Massachusetts. 

He bases that statement on the fact that 
Denfeld has never made a tax return in 
this State, that he twice declined when he 
was asked to do so, that in 1945 he told tax 
officials his domicile was outside the Com- 
monwealth, and in 1932 he said his residence 
was in Tacoma, Wash. 

Commissioner Long goes further and says 
that if a man is a resident of Massachusetts 
he is legally required to file an income tax 
return here. 

If, as Mr. Cole insists, the question of 
Admiral Denfeld’s residency would hinge on 
his own intent, it appears that he would have 
difficulty showing that he intended Massa- 
chusetts to be his home State when he re- 
fused to pay it any income taxes. 

Ordinarily, it would be an intrusion on a 
man’s privacy to ask to what State or States 
he paid his income taxes for the past seven 
years, but it doesn’t seem that it is when a 
man is offering himself as a candidate for 
Governor. 

To the average resident of Massachusetts 
the responsibility for supporting their State 
government by the payment of taxes is a 
very real one and at time a burdensome one. 

If Admiral Denfeld expects the people of 
Massachusetts to take his candidacy seriously 
he should tell them just how he considers 
he qualifies as a seven-year resident of the 
State, and he should explain why he has 
never filed an income tax return here. 

* * * * 

One of the reasons many Americans have 
been so stunned by the grim news from 
Korea was the false picture drawn over a 
period of many months by the man who is 
the over-all head of our armed forces, Secre- 
tary of Defense Louis Johnson. 

About the most charitable thing that can 
be said for Secretary Johnson is that he 
talks a very potent war. 

He was quoted repeatedly as declaring 
that if Russia went to war at 3:30, we would 
have our tremendous air power marshalled 
by 4 :30. 

“We can lick Joe Stalin overnight,” he 
declared on one occasion. 

The philosophy preached by Johnson was 
ir direct contradiction to that of Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson, and it now appears 
that it was Acheson who knew what he was 
talking about and that the greatest public 
service Johnson could render would be to 
write out his own resigation. 

Month after month, Acheson has been 
calling upon the nation to mobilize its re- 
sources in order to create situations of 
strength which would permit a peaceful set- 
tlement with the Soviet Union. He urged 
some of the sacrifices which war itself de- 
mands. 

In other words, Acheson felt the only 
way we could obtain peace was through mili- 
tary might and strength. Johnson took just 
the contrary tack, proudly announcing that 
we were getting greater security at less 
expense. , 


What’s This Advertising Business All About? 

An address delivered to the Newton Klwanis Club at Its meeting July 2fl. 


So many times when during 
the course of conversation it 
comes out that I am in the ad- 
vertising business, eyebrows 
— and people are curious. In- 
variably the reply is, "Adver- 
tising? That must be a very 
interesting game. Very lucra- 
tive, too." Well, gentlemen, ad- 
vertising is very interesting, 
but whoever started the notion 
that it is a "game" should have 
had his oil changed many miles 
ago by his local psychiatrist. 
No, my friends, advertising is 
no more a game than is selling 
real estate, running a store or 
practicing a profession. It’s a 
business— a business as logical 
as any of yours. Lucrative? As 
lucrative as your inegnuity, per- 
severance and perspiration want 
to make it. 

So you see, the first points I 
want to make about the adver- 
tising business are: (1) it is 

not one glorious round of par- 
ties* and pin-up girls, (2) that 
everyone engaged in the adver- 
tising business does not enjoy 
movie star incomes, (3) that it 
will probably take ten more 

years to live down the ublic 

illusion of advertising as cre- 
ated by the movies and suchp 
gems of literature as "The 

Hucksters." 

Now I know that many peo- 
ple look on advertising as some 
rare sort of malady that bites 
some people. The innards of 
the business seem glamorous 
and exotic. Very few actually 
know what goes on behind the 
scenes. Today I would like to 
draw aside the curtain and 
show you that there are no con- 
cealed wires — no mirrors — no 
hidden ball tricks as far as ad- 
vertising is concerned. I shall 
talk about the particular phase 
of advertising with which I am 
most faniiliar. That is the ad- 
vertising agency. 

Fundamentally, an advertis- 
agency is an organization of 
specialized personnel who to- 
gether serve a group of busi- 
nesses or clients, in the prepara- 
tion of all sorts of advertising 
material. It is the job of the 
advertising agency to plan and 
execute the best means of sell- 
ing a product, service or idea 
to the greatest number of peo- 
ple for the smallest amount of 
cost. Just how this shall be 
done, of course, calls for con- 
siderable know-how and under- 
standing not only of the prod- 
uct, but how it is sold— how it 
is distributed— how it is bought 
—who buys it — why they buy 
it — why they will buy it again 
— what competitive products are 
on the market — what is the best 
way to reach and influence the 
potential customers for a prod- 
uct. 

An advertising agency also 
functions as counsel in a host 
of other capacities which di- 
rectly influence the sales of a 
client’s merchandise. This in- 
cludes display material, pack- 
aging, leaflets, pamphlets, and 
informative literature for sales- 
men, jobbers, wholesalers, and 
retailers. Most advertising agen- 
cies also serve as publicity 
agents for clients. In return for 
these facilities and services, the 
foremost question in your mind 
perhas is, “How does an adver- 
tising agency get paid?” Well 
—there is a standard, accepted 
method practiced by all repu- 
table agencies throughout the 
country. For a flat fifteen per 
cent of the cost of an adver- 
tisement, whether it be in news- 
papers, magazines, on billboards, 
subway posters — over radio and 
television— the advertising 
agency which prepares and 
places the ad receives fifteen 
per cent of its cost. Thus, if it 
cost $1,000 for a newspaper ad 
in the Boston Herald, the agen- 
cy would collect $150.00 for the 
client’s use of that space. The 
agency would, in most cases, use 
its own working capital to pay 
the Herald $850, subsequently 
billing the client the established 
rate of $1,000. Now, someone

might say, "Nuts to the adver- 
tising agency. I’ll send my ads 
direct to the paper and save 
$150." However, this 15 per cent 
is allowed only to established 
agencies. Direct placement ads 
are billed at a straight rate. But, 
for the 15 per cent an advertis- 
ing agency does a lot of leg 
work and gives the benefit of 
its experience and professional 
knowledge in the preparation of 
advertising that makes sales. 
The 15 per cent actually is a 
very nominal amount for ser- 
vices rendered. 

Whew! So much for the 
finances. I hope I have convinc- 
ed you fellows that we have a 
legitimate way of earning our 
keep. And remember — out of 
that 15 per cent we have to 
pay rent, light, salaries, sup- 
plies, postage stamps and for 
the time the cute redheaded 
receptionist spends talking to 
her dream boat on the telephone. 

As for the internal operations 
of an advertising agency, there 
are seven major divisions. They 
are: copy, art, production, me- 
dia, contact, billing and re- 
search. In some agencies, de- 
pending on the size, there are 
a number of people working in 
each department. In some small 
agencies one or two people will 
develop a swell case of ulcers 
trying to do two or three dif- 
ferent jobs. Then there are the 
real booby-hatches where one 
man does ’em all. In some of 
the large New York agencies 
there may be up to 1500 people 
employed under the one com- 
pany heading. Such outfits are 
J. Walter Thompson with offices 
all over the world, including 
Johannesburg, South Africa, 
and that butt of all radio jokes 
concerning advertising agencies, 
Batten, Barton, Durstlne and 
Osborn. But even that mouth- 
ful is a piker compared to Mer- 
rill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and 
Beane. 

In the copy department of an 
agency the bright people with 
a way with words manufacture 
j the sense of the ad. In adver- 
! Using terminology copy is 
i words. Every word is copy. 

; And that’s how advertisements 
start out. 

Next comeg the art depart- 
ment whose job it is to take the 
words and ideas of the copy- 
writer and arrange a suitable 
illustration in a pleasing pre- 
sentation that will catch the 
reader’s eye and invite him to 
explore the message. 

From the art department the 
production department takes 
over to perform the mechanics 
of making the ad exist in mate- 
rial form. Here the type and 
photographs are fused in metal 
so that printing can be executed. 

Of course billing handles the 
financial records and keeps a 
record of costs. 

The media department has 
the know-how of what kind of 
advertising method will get best 
results. It is a veritable foun- 
tain of facts and figures on 
I costs, gizes, closing dates. 

Contact personnel call upon 
i clients, discuss their problems, 
interpret the objectives to be 
achieved to the creative talent 
of an agency. They are the 
liaison force between client and 
agency. 

Research is where all intelli- 
gent data originates. Facts on 
markets, competition and all 
sorts of valuable information 
that makes for sound planning 
comes from research. Research 
shows how to save making false 
moves that may be costly and 
wasteful in advertising. 

Together, these speclalzed peo- 
ple make the advertising wheels 
click successfully. It5s amazing 
to think that the billions of ad- 
vertising dollars spent every 
year are the result of the efforts 
of but a very small group. There 
are about (10,000 people employ- 
ed in all kinds of advertising 
jobs in the U. S. That is only 
one-tenth of l per cent of ail 
jobs. By contrast, there arc 180,- 
000 lawyers, 165,000 doctors and 
110,000 clergymen in this coun- 
try. 

Ah, yes— it’s a wonderful busi- 
ness. And just to show you 
that we aren’t stuffy about it 
here’s an inspirational thought 
about the people in it. In an 
advertising agency a sensation- 
al new idea is one that has not 
been thought of by anyone else 
for at least the past six weeks. 
People who can think of sensa- 
tional new ideas that have not 
been thought of for 90 days are 


geniuses. They are allowed to 
take an extra 15 minutes for 
lunch and pinch the prettiest 
stenographers. 

So many times you and I hear 
scoffers of advertising. The 
armchair economists who pon- 
tlflcally state that advertising 
is a waste of money and that 
people who believe the ads— are 
just morons. Just recently I 
actually had a man tell me that 
he never read an advertisement 
in his life and that as a con- 
sequence he has never been in- 
fluenced one bit by advertising. 

I said to him, "Is that so, 
Bill? You sure are an unusual 
individual. But tell me one 
thing. What kind of a shirt are 
you wearing?" "An Arrow," 
lie said, "I always wear Arrow 
shirts." 

"What kind of new car are 
you going to buy next?" I asked 
him. 

"Oh, I don’t know— I’m kind 
of interested in that Oldsmobile 
88 with the rocket engine and 
hydramatic drive. Sounds like 
a terrific car. After all — those 
General Motors cars have a won- 
derful reputation." 

I then ointed out that in the 
space of a few seconds he had 
mentioned four brand names in- 
cluding a manufacturer’s name. 

Yet he said that he had never 
been influenced by advertising. 
When I asked him how come 
he knew about Arrow, Oldsmo- 
bile, and General Motors if he 
hadn’t heard about them, read 
about them— yes, even investi- 
gated them, he stammered and 
finally said, "Well, I guess they 
were names in my subconscious 
mind but their advertising nev- 
er affected me directly." 

Subconsciously he admitted 
being influenced. What the heck 
— advertising isn’t designed to 
hit you over the head with a 
dull to make an impression. It 
can be just as effective when 
done subtly— and that’s the way 
it’s done usually. 

Advertising makes impressions 
so that when you step up to buy 
cigarettes, chewing gum, a shirt 
or a new car, your own intelli- 
gence tells you what you want, 
but 100 to 1 you’ll buy Camels, 
not X brand — Wrlgley’s, not Y 
brand — or Arrow, not Z brand. 
In other words, you want some- 
thing that has the manufactur- 
er’s name and reputation behind 
it. That’s why you can still 
buy Ivory soap and you can’t 
buy Pear’s soap which 50 years 
ago was the rage of two con- 
tinents. They stopped advertis- 
ing and new' generations coming 
along never heard of the darned 
stuff. E 

And then every once in a 

while you’ll hear the braying 
of some character who main- 
tains that advertising makes 

people buy things they don’t 

need or can’t afford. Well — ac- 
tually all that we humans need 
basically for existence v is food, 
water and shelter. But who 

wants to go back to the cave 
man era? 

We never needed automobiles 
— within the means of nearly 
every family we had horses — 
we never needed electric refrig- 
erators in every kitchen, we had 
ice boxes— we never needed the 
home pleasures of radio and tel- 
evision receivers, we had gram- 
aphones — we never needed neat- 
ly packaged fresh foods, we had 
the cracker barrels and molas- 
ses kegs. Well— how did we 
get all of the many, many mod- 
ern conveniences and luxuries 
that today give us the highest j 
standards of living in the world? J 
Inventive genius developed | 
them, of course. But only the j 
wealthy privileged few could j 
afford the first automobiles, re- j 
frigerators and radios. It was 
mass production that brought | 
these commodities within the 
financial reach of you and the 
man next door. And how do 
manufacturers arrive at mass 
production? Through mass de- 
mand, of course. And how do 1 
you get mass demand? Simply j 
by appealing to enough people 
and creating the want within | 
them. That, my friends, is done 
with advertising. 

I don’t have to draw any pic- 
tures to tell you that businesses 
prosper or fizzle without cus- 
tomers. And getting customers 
is as much a part of any busi- 
ness as the research laboratory, 
the production department or 
the managerial staff. 

Now there are two ways to 
get customers. First — suppose 
Grandma Jones made the most 



delicious fudge in the world. 
Her family knew that and they 
served it to a few guests. The 
guests liked Grandma Jones’ 
fudge too, and asked If they 
could buy some. So next time 
Grandma made fudge she made 
a little more than her regular 
batch. Grandma’s friends told 
their friends and those friends 
told their friends. Pretty soon 
Grandma was spending all of 
her time making fudge. Word- 
of-mouth advertising had start- 
ed a regular cycle of customers. 

Well — Grandma outgrew her 
kitchen quarters — she couldn’t 
make enough fudge in those 
quarters. So she rented a small 
plant. Now she could make 
enough fudge for her word-of- 
mouth customers but she had 
to make more than that to pay 
for her plant operation. She 
had to get more customers or 
quit making fudge! She had 
to let a lot of people know that 
she had fudge for sale. The 
best way, of course, - would be 
to go to every house in town 
—ring the doorbell and tell ’em. 
That, however, is quite imprac- 
tical. Naturally, the best way 
to contact a lot of people at 
one time was to run an adver- 
tisement and tell thousands of 
people simultaneously about her 
fudge. Out of that audience 
with the percentages with her, 
she’d be cultivating the neces- 
sary customers. 

That’s a mighty homely ex- 
ample of how advertising can 
work, and yet it is a funda- 
mental purpose of advertising 
—to tell a lot of people at the 
lowest cost a story that you 
want to get across or an idea 
that you want to develop.

The Northwestern University 
Traffic Institute’s nationally- 
known traffic police administra- 
tion course is designed for com- 
manding officers, police training 
directors and for those who may 
be expected to attain positions 
of command. Its purposes are 
to: 1, provide a broad under- 
standing of all phases of mod- 
ern traffic control; 2, develop 
ability to plan and execute an 
effective traffic control program; 
3, develop ability to conduct 
tiauiC police training courses, 
and 4, encourage professional 
awareness and an interest in 
traffic policing as a career. 

Lectures, demonstrations, con- 
ferences, field work, and a one- 
week field study trip constitute 
the plan of instruction. Field 
trips are to selected police de- 
partments to study in actual 
operation the principles and 
methods taught in the class- 
room. 

Subjects that are covered in 
the four-and-a-half month 
course include traffic law en- 
forcement, traffic police admin- 


istration, traffic flow regula- 
tions, records analysis, traffic 
engineering, accident investiga- 
tion, pedestrian control, and ve- 
hicle inspection. 

The Director of the Traffic In- 
stitute, Franklin M. Kreml, is 
a nationally-known authority on 
raffle safety. The Institute fac- 
ulty, including outstanding au- 
thorities on traffic safety and 
police administration is drawn 
from Northwestern University, 
the Traffic Institute, the Traffic 
Division of the International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, 
police departments, safety or- 
ganizations, and other agencies. 

Five hundred and twenty-nine 
officers have been graduated 
from 22 previous classes in traf- 
fic police administration at the 
Institute. Sergeant Concannon 
is the first representative of the 
Newton Police Department to 
attend the Institute. 

More than two thousand other 
police officers, traffic court judg- 
es and prosecutors, driver train- 
ing* instructors, motor vehicle 
fleet supervisors, and military 
traffic personnel have attended 
short courses and conferences at 
the Institute since its organiza- 
tion in 1936.

”3. The FBI is interested in 
receiving facts; we are not inter- 
ested in what a person thinks 
but in what he does which un- 
dermines our internal security. 
•Avoid reporting malicious gos- 
sip or idle rumors. 

"4. Do not circulate rumors 
about subversive activities, or 
draw conclusions from informa- 
tion you furnish the FBI. The 
data you possess might be in- 
complete or only partially ac- 
curate. By drawing conclusions 
based on insufficient evidence in- 
justices might result to innocent 
persons. 

”5. Once you have reported 
your information to the FBI do 
not endeavor to make private 
investigations. This can best be 
done by trained investigators 
who have access to data ac- 
quired over the years on indi- 
viduals engaged in subversive ac- 
tivities. Hysteria, witch-hunts 
and vigilantes weaken internal 
security. Investigations involving 
internal security require cate 
and painstaking effort. We all 
can contribute to our internal 
1 security by protecting the inno- 
cent as well as by identifying 
the enemies within our midst. 

; In cases involving espionage it 
is more important to identify 
j spies, their contacts, sources of 
information, and methods of 
communications than to make 
j immediate arrests. 

“6. Be alert. The greatest 
, defenders against sabotage are 
the loyal American workmen 
j who are producing the materials 
' and weapons for our defense. 
They can be the “watch dogs” 
of defense in every walk of ly>. 

“7. The forces which are most 
; anxious to weaken our internal 
' security are not always easy to 
; identify. Communists have been 
trained in deceit and secretly 
work toward the day when they 
hope to replace our American 
way of life with a Communist 
dictatorship. They utilize clever- 
ly camouflaged movements, such 
as some peace groups and civil 
rights organizations, to achieve 
their sinister purposes. While 
they as individuals are difficult 
to identify, the Communist Party 
line is clear. Its first concern is 
the advancement of Soviet Rus- 
sia and the godless Communist 
cause. It is important to learn 
to know the enemies of the 
American way of life.”

Is Reported

Listed among the 472 Amer- 
icans reported missing in action 
thus far in the Korean war was 
Master Sgt. Richard A. Haley, 
29, of 22 Charles street, Auburn- 
dale, according to a War De- 
partment telegram received by 
his family last week. 

The** 29-year-old man Is first 
sergeant of Rifle Company I, 
21st Infantry Regiment, of the 
24th Division, and is a veteran 
of WorW War II, serving in the 
ETO. He was also a member 
of the Occupation Forces, before 
being sent to Japan in February 
of 1949. 


Sgt. Haley, the son of the 
late William Haley, a World 
War I veteran and a Newton 
policeman, joined the Regular 
Army in 1937 as a career sol- 
dier, and his last visit home 
was in February of 1949. He 
was single, and has two broth- 
ers. Leo A., 31, married, and 
living in Auburndale with Ha- 
ley’s grandmother, Mrs. Ellen 
Flanagan, 90, of the same ad- 
dress. 

Another brother, William A., 
28, is a petty officer in the Navy 
as a career man and is presently 
on fleet maneuvers in the Ber- 
muda area, but is expected to 
arrive home following the train- 
ing cruise.

Among the eager crowds which 
attended the opening last Thurs- 
day morning of the R. H. Stearns’ 
new "country club” store in 
Chestnut Hill and the new S. S.

Stearns there were no ribbon 
cuttings or formal ceremonies 
last week. Interested visitors

Over the entire area is a thick 
carpeting with a sponge-rubber 
backing, making for cushioned 
walking. 

On the mezzanine floor is the 
piece-goods department, as well 
as ladies’ lounge and rest-room. 
The employees’ cafeteria, with a 
view out across the pond to the 
Hammond Pond Parkway, is also 
located on this floor. 

New store manager is William 
M. Sanderson of 17 Stetson Way, 
Waban and the three assistant 
managers are: Edgar S. Swail, 
of 1105 Walnut street, Newton 
Highlands, in charge of the chil- 
dren's and housewares section;

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Privately Financed Nursery School 
To Start at Oak Hill in October 


The Oak Hill Park Association 
announced Monday that a nurs- 
ery school in the new Memorial 
School, Oak Hill, will go into ef- 
fect in October, due to the need 
of a nursery school in that area. 
Privately financed, the school 
will charge $80 for a 38-week 
school year.

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What Is “Security”? 

In a recent statement Senator Byrd of 
Virginia contented that government expen- 
ditures for purely domestic purposes have 
increased 77 percent since 1948! 

“With a war on our hands, some of these 
outlays must be cut unless we are going to 
spend ourselves into the kind of bankruptcy 
the Russians are counting on,” he said. 

It has long been Soviet doctrine that 
capitalism, especially in the United States, 
would collapse from inner weaknesses, and 
that then communism would take over the 
world with a minimum of difficulty.

Proteins and the Life Span 

There appears to be a definite connection 
between the life expectancy of peoples and 
their consumption of the protein foods 

This is strongly indicated in a recent 
survey made upon the subject. 

The United States has the highest life 
expectancy at birth, 68.3 years, and its per 
capita consumption of meat and other pro- 
tein fopds was also the highest, 194 pounds. 
Canada was next, with a life expectancy of 
67.3 Years and a protein food consumption of 
174 pounds. The figures for Italy 3454 54.9 
years and 75 pounds of protein foods. At the 
very bottom was India, where life expectancy 
was but 28.6 years, and protein food con- 
sumption was 18 pounds per capita. 

Other factors, surh as infant mortality, 
have a strong bearing on life expectancy. 
However, the discovery of the value of the 
proteins has been one of the most dramatic 
developments of modern medical science. In 
addition to their influence on life expectancy, 
protein foods have been proven to be of the 
utmost value in benefiting people suffering 
from many types of illness. It has been 
found also that they have a direct, construc- 
tive influence on human energy and morale. 

Finally, the principal protein foods, such 
as meat and eggs, are attractive and appetiz- 
ing to the vast majority of people. 

It is a case where good eating makes for 
good health. 



Muchnick Has Real Fight to Defeat Kelley 
. . . Denfeld-McLean Alliance Unusual 
Strategy . . . Will Salt install Openly 
Endorse Needham . . . 

Aside from the battle for the Democratic 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor, the 
Democratic primary contest which may pro- 
vide the largest amount of fireworks is that 
between Attorney General Francis E. Kelly 
and School Committeeman Isadore H. Y. 
Muchnick. 

While there are other candidates in the 
field, pending the decisions on the protests 
which have been filed with the State Ballot 
Law Commission, that fight will simmer 
down to a two-man battle between Kelly and 
Muchnick. 

Committeeman Muchnick, who has strong 
political connections, particularly in Boston, 
is extremely confident concerning the out- 
come of his first bid for State-wide office, 
but the fact is that Kelly probably will be 
a very tough candidate to defeat in either 
the primary or the election. 

When Kelly assumed office as Attorney 
General in January, 1949, his political ene- 
mies predicted everything but a reign of 
terror while he was serving as the State’s 
top law-enforcement officer. 

Actually, there has been little room for 
criticism about the manner in which Kelly 
has conducted himself and discharged his 
responsibilities. The dire fears of his foes 
have not come to pass. 

Now Kelly is seeking another term, and 
Muchnick is challenging him. Some potent 
vote-getters have battled Kelly in Democratic 
primaries only to discover that as a result 
of repeated campaigns he has built up a 
core of Democratic strength which it takes 
a Tobin, a Dever or a Curley to crack. 

Muchnick declares that he will provide the 
surprise of the primary. He has been work- 
ing hard and building his fences across the 
state. Kelly is well entrenched to meet this 
threat. It will be interesting to see how the 
two fare in their fight. 

• •* * * 

One thing about Admiral Louis K. Denfeld 
is that he isn’t at all concerned about shat- 
tering political tradition. Few experienced 
politicians would have followed the admiral's 
strategy in tieing his bandwagon with that 
of a candidate in the race for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Lieutenant-Governor. 


When Denfeld announced his endorsement 
of ex-Mayor Daniel E. McLean of Beverly for 
second place on the G.O.P. State ticket, he 
automatically alienated the other candidates 
in that field and their immediate followers. 

Unless Denfeld shows unexpected strength 
and pulls McLean along with him, which at 
this stage of the campaign seems an unlikely 
possibility, the battle for the right to run 
as the Republican candidate for the Lieu- 
tenant Governorship promises to come down 
to a two-man contest between former State 
Treasurer Laurence Curtis of the Back Bay 
and State Senate President Harris S. Richard- 
son of Winchester. 

McLean was a candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor in the G.O.P. primary back in 1944, 
which was won by Robert F. Bradford. Our 
recollection is that he finished fourth, trail- 
ing behind Bradford. Rudolph F. King, then 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives,

Curtis has become well known to Repub- 
lican voters not only through the term he 
served as State Treasurer but also because 
of his work in the party ranks and the 
number of primary campaigns he has waged. 

He’s both able and popular, and he should 
have a good deal of stOertgth in a contest of 
this kind. 

Richardson will be making his first State- 
wide run. Technically he’s an unknown 
quantity outside his own senatorial district. 

But he has received wide publicity as presi- 
dent of the Senate and as the top Republican 
leader in the Legislature, and he probably 
will get a helping ha*nd from many of his 
Senate colleagues. 

Obviously, Richardson would not be relin- 
quishing his place as head of the Senate 
unless he himself were convinced that he 
had a good chance of winning the primary. 

Usually a Senate President or House Speaker 
advances up the political escalator without 
too much primary opposition, but from a 
Republican standpoint this. is an unusual poli- 
tical year.

Lack of Rainfall Necessitates 
Reduction in Amount of Water 
Supply from Charles River 

Due to the lack of adequate rainfall, It was necessary for 
the Department of Public Health to reduce the amount of water 
supply that Newton and Brookline pump from the valley of the 
Charles River from 7 million gallons per day each for the 
month of July to 6 million gallons per day for the month of 
August. 

The amount of water supply which these two municipalities 
can obtain from the valley of the Charles River is determined 
monthly by the Department of Public Health based upon the 
average rainfall for the previous 6 months.

Rezoning Of 
Walnut St. to 
Be Argued 


What ha* been one of the 
most controversial zoning Is- 
sues to come before the New- 
ton aldermen this year will 
come to a head again next 
Wednesday night when the 
Planning Board and the Claims 
and Rules Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen conduct m 
hearing on a petition filed on 
behalf of a large group of resi- 
dents to rezone a portion of 
Walnut Street, near the inter- 
section of Beacon Street in 
Newton Centre. 

Last March, a group of more 
than 300 residents vigorously op- 
posed and defeated a zoning 
petition which would have made 
possible the erection of a super- 
market at this location.

The tract of land in the resi- 
dents’ petition 'known as the 
petition of Mrs. Charles E. Down- 
ing, Jr. and others' is on the 
easterly side of Walnut Street 
extending from the Sudbury 
Aqueduct and the existing pri- 
vate residence zone to the north- 
erly side of the Cochituate Aque- 
duct. The residents feel that as 
long as this area remains a busi- 
ness zone it will always be a 
threat to the value and privacy 
of their homes.

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Main Cause of Overweight Is Overeating 


Did you know that overweight 
is the most frequent health 
problem in this country? Did 
you know that most authorities 
agree that the main cause of 
overweight is overeating? No 
doubt you have all seen an over- 
weight woman or man consum- 
ing a large heavy meal in a 
restaurant. Why do we over- 
eat? Overeating may be due to 
habit or example; it may be 
due to "time on our hands”; it 
may be due to emotional fac- 
tors. Habit plays a big part in 
our everyday life as we all know 
if we have ever tried to break 
a habit. And eating Tiabits are 
well established. For instance, 
we become accustomed to eat- 
ing a lot when we are very 
active and growing and we fail 
to "cut down" when this "need" 
has past. What happens— we 
become overweight! What do 
we do when we are bored, when 
we can’t get out to visit or 
window-shop?— we eat. Do we 
think of eating when we are 
busily occupied? No! But we 
shouldn’t be so busy that we 
forget to eat— that is just as 
bad. Emotions play a most im- 
portant part in our eating pat- 
tern, particularly in relation to 
overeating. When we are emo- 
tionally upset we nibble at 
foods, usually high calorie foods 
too, and we are quite unaware 
of the actual amount of food 
we consume. If we are lonely 
we obtain some solace in trips 
to the kitchen and the refrig- 
erator. Haven’t we all some- 
times been guilty of buying our- 
selves a box of chocolates to 


lift our morale? Food may al- 
so provide a delightful escape 
from the problems of life. When 
decisions must be reached, food 
often offers a refreshing period 
of intermission. 

When are you considered over- l 
weight? Your ideal weight is 
approximately 110 pounds for 
5 feet of your height plus 3 to 
5 pounds for each inch over 5 
feet. If YOU are overweipht 
and wish to reduce, first con- 
sult your doctor and get his 
advice. Beware of drugs, fad 
diets, and "cures." Reducing is 
merely a matter of controlling 
your overeating, of sticking to 
a diet that is adequate in all 
respects, and one which is low 
in calorie value. On such a diet 
excess fat will be used to supply 
your energy requirements for 
work and play. An adequate 
diet for adults should include, 
daily: 2 glasses of milk, two 
servings of vegetables, 2 serv- 
ings of fruit (one citrus), one 
egg, flne serving of meat, cheese, 
fish, or poultry, at least 3 serv- 
ings of bread or cereal, 3 tea- 
spoons of butter or margarine. 
If you are going to cut calories, 
yet have other foods essential 
to health you might try: 

1. Eating three meals a day 
but refusing to be tempted by 
between meal snacks. 

2. Avoiding high-calorie foods 
like the fat on meat, cooking 
fat, salad oil, fried foods, gra- 
vies, rich sauces, nuts, pastries, 
cakes, cookies, rich desserts, 
candies, jellies and jams. And 
eating sparingly of bread or 
cereals. 


3. Being generous about 
fruits and vegetables, but tak- 
ing them straight — vegetables 
without cream sauce or fat, 
fruits without sugar or cream. 

Most salad dressings are, for- 
bidden, as they are high in cal- 
oric value. The following dress- 
ings may be used as directed: 
Low Calorie Sa*ad Dressing 
( 12* calories per tablespoon) 

2 teaspoons cornstarch

Mix together cornstarch, su- 
gar, salt and paprika.

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Actiotj Is Needed Now 

Parking facilities at the Newton Centre 
business area continue to remain in a chaotic 
condition despite the fact that $50,000 was 
appropriated some weeks ago to create an 
off-street parking area in that section. 

The matter of parking problems, not only 
at the Centre but throughout other business 
areas of Newton, has long been apparent 
and it has resulted in much talk but little 
action. 

We realize that the taking of private prop- 
erty for public purposes is sometimes a slow 
legal process yet when a vital need exists, 
as it does today, for ample parking facilities 
near or adjacent to business areas, no effort 
should be spared to bring about a solution. ♦ 

Recently a new business area has been 
opened up at Chestnut Hill on the Newton- 
Brookline line. Here new stores with ample 
parking facilities are available to the shop- 
ping public. No doubt these facilities appeal. 

Certainly then, city authorities should 
make every attempt to facilitate the creation 
of parking areas in the business district 
of Newton Centre and other sections here. 

This should be undertaken immediately 
even though clear title to all land in question 
has not been effected. Surely a part of the 
area to be taken for parking facilities must 
now be legally available and if so, a partial 
section should be made ready until such time 
as the entire area comes into the possession 
of the city. 

Merchants in all areas of Newton are now 
coming into a busier time and the need for 
ample parking facilities should be apparent. 
These merchants, at least many of them, are 
property owners in Newton, they pay taxes 
and have a sincere desire to serve the citi- 
zens of this city. 

They are rightfully entitled to all the con- 
sideration city officials can give them in then- 
desire to serve the public efficiently anci 
speedily. This can only be accomplished if 
proper and adequate parking facilities are 
available. 

After months, yes years, of debate over 
the problem it does not appear unreasonable 
to urge, and urge strongly, that city officials 
do something about not only a perplexing 
matter but a matter which is of utmost im- 
portance to the merchants of Newton. 


Cuirenl Comment 


Coolidge Stands to Suffer Most From Den- 
field's Presence In Contest . . . Was Top 
Candidate Until, Admiral Threw His "Four- 
And-After" Into Ring . . . Judge Miles a 
Potent Darkhorse . . . 

It now seems evident that none of the 
other Republican candidates for the Gov- 
ernorship intends to go into court to chal- 
lenge Admiral Denfeld’s right to have his 
name on the September primary ballot. 
This may be due to one or two reasons: 

1. That they believe Admiral Denfeld 
can qualify legally as an inhabitant of Massa- 
chusetts for the past seven years even 
though he paid no income taxes to the State 
during that time. 

2. Or that they are convinced he cannot 
win the nomination, and they are uncertain 
what effect it would have on their own can- 
didacies if he were thrown off the ballot. 

In one sense it is surprising that former 
Lieutenant Governor Arthur W. Coolidge has 
not encouraged certain of his backers to 
move quietly against Denfeld because of all 
the candidates in the field he stands to suffer 
most from the admiral’s presence in the 
contest. 

As a matter of fact, Coolidge from 
all indications was the front-runner up 
to the time that Denfeld stepped into 
the race to be followed a short time later 
by General Daniel Needham, those two 
events seemingly stripping him of so 
much strength as to push him well back 
into the field. 

Coolidge, however, is the old-line tvpe of 
Republican politician who is apparently 
reluctant to stir up any fight within his own 
party and is content to attack communism, 
indulge in his homespun, cracker-barrel style 
of political philosophy and pin his hopes on 
the vote-getting power of the name, Coolidge. 

The fact that his name is Coolidge and 
that he has a wide circle of friends as a 
result of his legislative associations makes 
him a figure who can’t be counted out of the 
fight, but he doesn’t loom as anywhere 
nearly as strong as he did six or seven 
weeks ago. His decline started with the 
opening of the Denfeld drive. 

Former Attorney General Clarence A. 
Barnes, on the other hand, is probably quite 
happy to have Denfeld in the race because 
the admiral figures to split the primary 
vote and the wider it is split the better 
Barnes’ prospects promise to be. 

General Daniel Needham has been 
advancing his campaign so smoothly and 
effectively in the period he has been in 
the race that he is probably reluctant to 
do anything thut might disturb the 
present setup. The support Needham 
has attracted and the potential strength 
he has shown have been one of the sur- 
prises of the contest so far. 

if one were to analyze the lineup of can- 


didates in the G.O.P. primary race at the 
present time, the guess of this observer 
would be that Needham either has taken over 
the leadership or is advancing steadily 
towards it, preliminary to challenging Barnes 
for it. 

Judge Frank land W. L. Miles of the Rox- 
bury court is a darkhorse and a rather potent 
one, with a sizeable following among cer- 
tain groups of Republican women in the 
State. If Miles should succeed in winning 
this fight*, he certainly would have the ladies 
to thank. Like Barnes, it will be to his ad- 
vantage to have the primary vote divided as 
widely as possible, and he is presumably 
content to see Admiral Denfeld in the field. 

Former State Senator Edward M. Rowe of 
Cambridge doesn’t appear to have the G.O.P. 
strength to stand up with the other candi- 
dates when the political chips are on the 
table. 

To many of the political observers Ad- 
miral Denfeld, the other contender to be 
considered, is something of an enigma. Re- 
ports have indicated that there is a good 
deal of sentiment for him throughout the 
Blackstone Valley. Yet, most of the experts 
don’t believe that a man who has declined 
to pay an income tax to this State and whose 
eligibility for the Governorship is certainly 
doubtful, can make a serious bid for the 
right to head the Republican State ticket in 
November. 

You may be very certain that if Ad- 
miral Denfeld should win his party’s 
nomination for Governor the Democrats 
would have no qualms whatever about 
challenging his claim to residency in 
Massachusetts for the past seven years. 
Some persons have asked what would 
happen if Admiral Denfeld were nominated 
by the Republican voters as their candidate 
for Governor and then were disqualified by 
the courts from running in the election. The 
answer is that in the event of such an ex- 
traordinary development, the G.O.P. State 
Committee would designate the man who 
would oppose Governor Dever. 

* * * * 

G.O.P. Aspirants Make Dever a Primary Issue 

One of the striking aspects of the battle 
for the Republican gubernatorial endorse- 
ment has been the absence of any real live 
issues up to the present time. 

Each of the six gentlemen “Who would 
like to be the G.O.P. standard-bearer next 
autumn has taken a turn at lambasting Gov- 
ernor Dever. but the present Governor is 
hardly a primary issue even though assail- 
ing him is at the moment the most widely 
used Republican method for winning friends 
and influencing people. 

One might observe, incidentally, that 
when the G.O.P. candidates conclude 
their own party fight and train their 
guns on the Democrats there won’t he 
much ammunition left to fire at Mr. 
Dever, and they’ll have little alternative 
but to repeat the things they’ve already 
said. 

Even Senate President Harris S. Richard- 
son, a candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Lieutenant Governor, is centering 
his fire on Dever, and he employed some most 
intemperate language in his radio address 
the other day. His use of such epithets as 
“meanest sneak’’ made one think of small 
boys in a heated backyard argument. 

You could hardly be blamed for wonder- 
ing if some of the candidates for Republican 
nominations might not do better to acquaint 
the voters with their own qualifications and 
their ideas, if any, for improving the direc- 
tion of the State government. 

From the standpoint of the G.O.P. voters 
there really are only two major issues in 
their party’s gubernatorial primary. 

1. Which of the six candidates would 
make the best Governor? 

2. Which of the six candidates would 
have the best chance of winning if nomi- 
nated? 

So far the gentlemen involved seem to 
give only passing attention to those two 
particular points which to this observer loom 
as the most pertinent. 

There has been some vague and gen- 
eral talk about the need for a new face 
and a new political deal, and, of course, 
il has been directed against Coolidge 
and Barnes, both -of whom went down 
with the Republican ticket in the 1918 
Democratic landslide. 

Reference also has been made to the fact 
that Mr. Barnes is regarded as a foe to 
organized lab'or even though he does not 
consider himself one, and there is a deep- 
seated conviction that to nominate him 
would be to invite a drive by labor for the 
Democratic ticket in November. 

But to date there has been no open and 
sustained public discussion of the issues 
which the candidates and their lieutenants 
talk about privately. Perhaps the G.O.P. 
contenders are withholding their main argu- 
ments until the closing stages of the cam- 
paign, but the primary itself is only a little 
more *han a month away. The voters will 
go to the polls four weeks from next Tues- 
day. The candidates will hav e to get down 
to hard, cold facts pretty soon.

Lawmakers Behind Rest oi Nation 

Governors and Mayors who have been im- 
patient to set up civilian defense programs 
for the protection of the home-front popu- 
lations in the event of Russian air attacks 
have discovered that the federal machinery 
in Washington is turning in its usual cum- 
bersome, ponderous manner. 

Federal plans to guide States, cities and 
towns are supposed to be ready some time 
in September, and as far as authorities in 
Washington are concerned the local officials 
can mark time until then. 

You might expect that the authorities at 
the capitol would be prodding office-holders 
throughout the country to get going and do 
something. But just the reverse has been 
true. It is another example of Washington 
being behind the rest of the nation in both 
its thinking and acting.

Roy S. Edwards, well known local building materials dealer 
and member of the Public Affairs Committee of the National Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers’ Association, is of the opinion that "the de- 
fense production program now under way will not require any 
such drastic curtailment of home building and other eiviiian con- 
struction as was rut into effect during World War II.” Continu- 
ing he said: 


“Although the supply of steel, 
copper, lumber, and other strate- 
tic materials used in housing and 
other building will be lower than 
in the last few years, because 
of the allocations progrant, there

sites and the leasing of all facili- 
ties to be constructed on the 
limited access highways in Mas- 
sachusetts. Under the provisions 
of the act, only gas stations, eat- 
ing places and comfort stations 
may be erected on State owned 
land on either side of thes' -1 high- 
ways. When the bill was passed 
to be engrossed some few months 
ago. ah amendment was adopted 
providing that the leases for 
these facilities be awarded to 
the highest responsible bidder 
and that there should be public 
bids. This procedure is basic in 
the laws which the General Court 
passes and is considered neces- 
sary in cities and towns as well 
as in the Commonwealth. In its 
final .action in the enactment 
stage, the amendment previous- 
ly adopted was stricken from the 
bill.

Collection 
Of Taxes 
Fall Off 


Collections of taxes in Newton 
for the first seven months of the 
| year fell far behind the amount 
collected in 1949, according to 
the comparative cash receipts and 
expenditure statement issued by 
Collector Archie R. Whitman. The 
slowness of collections resulted 
from the delay of tax bills as a 
result of the Increase of precincts 
from 26 to 30 this year, Mr. Whit- 
man announced. 

A total of $341,036 was paid 
in real estate taxes through July 
31, compared to $1,112,903 
through July, 1949. However, col- 
lections from motor vehicle ex- 
cise taxes and water charges this 
year exceeded those in 1949, as 
$346,213 was collected by the 
Water Department, compared 
to $281,095 last year, and $423,575 
was paid by motorists, compar- 
ed with $377,9’68 in the corres- 
ponding seven months of last 
year. 

Newton’s share of the corpora- 
tion tax received from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts this 
year totaled $63,923, compared to 
$462,757 last. year. The city’s 
share in the income tax this year 
totaled $79,757. while the 1949 
total was $72,437. 

The increase ifi the number of 
precincts caused changes in the 
addresses of a large number of 
taxpayers, requiring new I.B.M. 
cards to be punched. This proce- 
dure delayed the mailing of tax 
bills by over a month, with the 
final bills being mailed out during 
the past week.

But while the legislative record undoubt- 
edly will be one of the big issues of the 
fall campaign, it should not be overlooked 
that the Republicans and Democrats were 
evenlv divided in the State Senate and that 
the G.O.P. had the strength to block any un- 
sound measure in the upper chamber if its 
members stood together. 

Governor Dever was reasonably successful 
in persuading the Legislature to follow his 
leadership and do his bidding. For each of 
his proposals that were killed in the Legisla- 
ture about four others were adopted, a rather 
remarkable record in view of the makeup of 
the Senate. 

He was blocked in his attends to enlarge 
the State division of necessaries of life to 
launch a $150,000 probe of electric light and 
power rates and to increase the State’s mini- 
mum wage from 65 to 75 cents an hour. 

But the Governor had his way on by 
far a majority of the matters acted upon by 
the Legislature, and to a very substantial 
degree its record reflects the policies of his 
administration. 

A second $100,000,000 bond issue for the 
improvement of highways throughout Mas- 
sachusetts was authorized. The 10 per cent 
tax on cigars and tobacco was repealed. A 
civilian defense organization was set up. 

The abandoned property tax bill was ap- 
proved as was a program for reconditioning 
State hospitals. The old age assistance law 
was liberalized. Bills were enacted providing 
for the establishment of State clinics for the 
treatment of tubercular patients and chronic 
alcoholics. 

The main criticism that will be directed 
against this Legislature will be that it spent 
and authorized the spending of too much 
money, and that undoubtedly will be the key- 
note of the Republican campaign this 
autumn. 

It is little short of astonishing that a 
Legislature which in a period of two 
years voted two $100, 000, 000 bond is- 
sues for highway purposes throughout 
the State balked at allowing Boston to 
undertake another $5,000,000 off-street 
parking program particularly since there 
was good reason to believe/that program 
would be self-supporting. 

There was more than met the eye to the 
defeat of that bill in the upper chamber. 
As Senator Charles J. Innes of the Back Bay 
declared, the action was “mysterious.” It 
was a mystery that some of the Senators 
who voted against the off-street parking bill 
probably will be called upon to explain when 
they stand for renomination and reelection. 
Governor Dever Unopposed in Primary 
Governor Dever rid himself of a minor an- 
noyance and nuisance when his two pros- 
pective primary adversaries were thrown off 
the ballot the other day, leaving him unop- 
posed for renomination. 

He also prevented a so-called “anti-vote” 
which Republican strategists would have 
been quick to seize upon for propaganda pur- 
poses in the fall campaign. 

Mr. Dever, of course, was assured of re- 
nomination even before the two politically 
unknown gents who had filed nomination 
signatures as candidates against him were 
given the heave-ho by the State Ballot Law 
Commission. 

But if they had remained in the contest 
they would have polled some votes, not be- 
cause they possessed any strength in their 
own right but because Mr. Defler in one way 


or Republican, to satisfy all the mem- 
bers of his party while serving ns Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Dever hasn’t done so, and 
neither did Robert F. Bradford, Maurice 
.1. Tobin or Leverett Saltonstall before 
him. It just can’t be done. 

While the primary vote against Mr. De\'er 
would not have had too much political sig- 
nificance, his opponents would have pictured ! 
it as a sign of weakness in his own political 1 
party. 

That was what Dever’s strategy-planners i 
obviously had in mind when they moved 1 
against his two primary opponents. The | 
Republican high command unquestionably is 
disappointed that the Governor is without 
primary opposition, and Mr. Dever himself j 
is in a somewhat better position for the 
battle ahead. 


Reds Dominated Progressive Convention 

Henry A. Wallace must be a difficult man 
to convince if he really means his recent 
statement that he could not positively say 
that any memtjpr of the Progressive Party, 
to which he was so long attached, is a Com- 
munist. 

To newspaper observers who covered the 
convention of the Progressive Party at Phila- 
delphia in August, 1948, when Wallace was 
nominated as the Presidential candidate of 
the so-called liberals, free-thinkers, pinks, 
reds and fellow travelers, it was obvious that 
the Communists, not only were well spread 
throughout the party but that actually they 
were running things. 

If Wallace was really so gullible and had 
so much dew in his eyes that he didn’t 
recognize that, it’s a good thing he is back 
or. the farm experimenting in the raising of 
chickens and strawberries. 

Some of the delegates who swarmed 
into Philadelphia’s convention hall and 
Shibe Park were misguided zealots who 
meant it when they said they wanted no 
truck with the Communists. But Wal- 
lace was a professional politician who 
had served as a cabinet member, as Vice 
President, who aspired to be President 
and who certainly should have known 
what it was all about if he didn’t. 

A memory of that convention which stands 
out in our minds was an event which oc- 
curred on the last day of the proceedings. 
It was a hot. steaming Sunday afternoon. 
The main business of the conclave had been 
transacted, and the delegates were gradually 
straggling away, headed back to their home 
communities. 

Most of the resolutions introduced had a 
strong Soviet tinge until three members from 
Vermont arose and asked the gathering to 
adopt an order and go on record as stating 
that nothing done or said at the convention 
was to be construed as meaning that they 
were siding with Soviet Russia against the 
United States. 

Well, you would have thought that they 
made about the most outrageous and prepos- 
terous proposal imaginable. They were 
hooted and howled down. The indignation 
aroused by that suggestion was tremendous, 
and the resolution was overwhelmingly re- 
jected, with the three sponsors slinking back 
to their seats in red-faced embarrassment. 

That was enough to indicate to most ob- 
servers the tinge and tone of the Progressive 
Party, though there was also other evidence 
in abundance that the Communists were pull- 
ing the strings from behind the scenes. It 
took Mr. Wallace a long time to decide where 
his sympathies rested.

Newton does not have a great 
number of events or names to its 
credit for which the world will 
remember it, but among the few 
which it does have, the Stanley 
Steamer is a leader. The Stanley 
was, and still is, actually, a 
bright name in the pioneer auto- 
motive industry. It ranked in its 
day with the Rolls-Royce and 
Cadillac; and perhaps, as Mr. 
Woodbury states it would today 
be extant if the brothers had 
gone in for mass production 
(while there were 650 Stanleys 
being turned out in a year, Ford 
built the same number in one 
day). Another salient reason for 
its death, was the stubbornness 
of the brothers Stanley in re- 
fusing to “modernize” their ve- 
hicle with each year; they 
clung to the belief that it was 
perfect as it stood. The author, 
now a full-fledged member of the 
Stanley Admiration Society, 
seems to feel that perhaps the 
brothers were right, that here 
is perfection in a vehicle.

Shall We Await the Blow 

The Communists always claim that theirs 
is a perfectly legal party, like the Democrats 
and the Republicans, and that they have a 
constitutional right to carry on their activi- 
ties. 

What that position actually means was 
well described recently by Judge Learned 
Hand of the Circuit Court of Appeals. He 
was speaking for a unanimous Court uphold- 
ing the conviction of the 11 Communist 
leaders in New York last year. He said: 
"They claim the constitutional privilege of 
going on indoctrinating their pupils, prepar- 
ing increasing numbers to pledge themselves 
to the crusade, and awaiting the moment 
when we may be so far extended by foreign 
engagements, so far divided in counsel, or so 
far in industrial or financial straits, that the 
chance (of successful revolution) seems 
worth trying. That position presupposes 
that the (First) Amendment assures ttem 
freedom for all preparatory steps and in the 
end the choice of the initiative, depending 
upon that moment when they believe us, 
who must await the blow, to be worst pre- 
pared to receive it.” 

Communism is not a political party. It is 
a revolutionary movement owing total alle- 
giance to a foreign government. Its sole aim 
is to destroy us.

Of Laws Over Week-end 


* Police Chief Philip Purcell han announced that the local police 
department will cooperate with the MaaHacliUNettH Safety Council 
In an Intensive campaign to prevent needless traffic accidents over 
the coming Labor Day holiday. 

Chief Purcell pointed out that, 
according to the Massachusetts 
Safety Council, holiday traffic 
deaths have been increasing 
throughout the nation at an 
alarming rate during the past 
few years. Each of the holiday 
periods have been reaching new 
heights in tragedy. The Labor 
Day wpek end total alone last 
year was 4L0 immediate traffic 
deaths, the nighest Labor Day 
toll in history. The 1950 oi serv* 
ance of the holiday threatens to 
be as tragic as 1949 unless en- 
forcement agencies, individuals, 
and organizations interested in 
safety do everything possible to 
prevent a recurrence. 

An extensive enforcement and 
educational campaign was car- 
ried on throughout Massachu- 
setts over the recent Fourth of 
July holiday.

Below Is an extract from a let- 
ter received recently by Miss 
Louise Stewart of Vernon street, 
Newton. The letter was from an 
old friend, Mr. Henry Ware Al- 
len, now of Wichita, Kansas, and 
in his eighty-ninth year, but 
blessed with an excellent mem- 
ory. When a boy, Mr. Allen used 
to visit his grandmother, Mrs. 
Toulon, who lived on Boyd street. 
He^attcnded the Allen School in 
West Newton, and was a cousin 
of the Allen family, his room- 
I mate there being the late Charles 
E. Hatfield, a prominent citizen 
and •ex-mayor of Newton. 

“About eighty years ago I was 
l often a visitor at my grandmoth- 
! ers’ in Newton. It was ’Newton 
Corner’ then, and a good deal of 
a country village. 

“There was a noisy sawmill 
not far from the railroad station. 
The streets were alternately 
dusty or muddy, but the place 
was convenient as a sleeping- 
] place for Boston businessmen. 
You would be amused could you 
now see those who were stand- 
ing on the platform awaiting 
the morning train to Boston. 
Nearly every man had a tall hat 
on his head, and he wore a 
i Prince Albert coat, the present 
business sack coat not being in 
use at all. Then there were vari- 
ous styles of whiskers, in accord 
with varied tastes, all the way 
from long beards, side whiskers, 
goatees, very seldom a mustache 
only. 

“The passing of express trains 
and freight trains had a very 
great fascination for me, and it 
was a great treat for me to be 
on the old horse-sheds of the 
Unitarian Church to watch the 
trains. (The Unitarian Church 
stood where the Fire Station 
now stands). I knew the differ- 
ent locomotives by name, the 
passenger engines being more 
ornate than today, with red paint 
and polished brass. I remember
